Sought | 
For Schools 


Federal money may be avail- 
able to help the Ravenswood 
City School District plan school 
facilities proposed to be financ- 
ed by an October bond elec- 
tion. 

Supt. of Schools Roderic V. 
Moore said this week that he 
will ask the board of trustees 
to authorize him to make the 
necessary application. 

He emphasized that the 
federal cash is planning mon- 
ey, not construction money. 

The federal aid plan is de- 
signed to allow school districts 
to go ahead with planning of 
facilities—which is necessary to 
determine costs of a construc- 
tion program, Moore said. In 
this way, no district money is 
spent immediately. 

“And under terms of the fed- 
eral legislation involved, the 
loan is not paid back until such 
time as the facilities are built,” 
Moore said. 

In other words, if the pro- 
posed bond election failed, the 
district will not have lost mon- 
ey involved in preliminary 
planning, he said. 

School board trustees are 
currently mulling over 
Moore’s proposal that a $850,- 
000 bond election be held on 
October 8. The election, if 
successful, would bond the 
district to capacity, enabling 
Ravenswood to regain eligi- 
bility for the state school 
room construction program. 
No local tax rate increase is 
involved, Moore said. 

Featured in Moore’s propos- 
ed expansion of school facili- 
ties is construction of a new el- 
ementary school between Cos- 
tano and Brentwood Schools, 
the addition of library space 
at other schools, the addition 
of a multi-use building and 
locker facilities at Garden Oaks 
School, and the installation of 
showers and lockers at Menlo 
Oaks School multi-use room. 

Moore said that one import- 
ant estimate of expense had 
inadvertantly been left out of 
his earlier presentation to the 
board. This is the $50,000 esti- 
mate for the new school site 
development costs. 

This additional figure does 
not revise the previous esti- 
mate of total cost of the 
school facilities construction 
program, Moore said. It had 
been included in this total. 

Since the recent board meet- 
ing at which he advanced the 

October 8 bond election pro- 
posal, Moore said that he’s been 
receiving a number of favor- 
able comments about ate plan.

County Defends Los Trancos Plan 


Explain 
Road 
Project 


A representative of the San 
Mateo County Planning Com- 
mission is expected in Los 
Trancos Woods next Monday 
night to explain the “whys and 
wherefores” of road widening 
in that area. 

The informational meeting, 
called in the wake of protests 
to the widening of Los Tran- 
cos Woods Road, will begin 
at 8 o’clock at the home of 
Mrs. Betty Medders, 1091 Los 
Trancos Woods Road. 

County Engineer Don S. Wil- 
son was reported to have said 
Tuesday that the road’s widen- 
ing and improvement would 


{not be halted despite the pro- 


tests from most of the resi- 
dents in the foothills area in 
Portola Valley. 

Residents met Monday night 
at Mrs. Medder’s home to de- 
mand that the $30,000 improve- 
ment job be halted until they 
are able to lodge a protest with 
the county board of supervi- 
sors and other public officials. 

“We feel like we're in a nut- 
cracker,” said Mrs. Medder in 
describing the road work un- 
derway. 

The residents complained that 
too many trees were being re- 
moved and that the new widen- 
ned road would run too close 
to Los Trancos Creek. On the 
latter, they claimed that the 
creek’s denuded bank could 
‘lead to future flood problems. 

Project supervisor Dale Mills 
has defended the job as “just 
a bare minimum” improvement. 
He said the 16-foot road will be 
widened only to 26 feet and not 
to normal county standards of 
34 feet. 

Los Trancos Woods Road is a 
winding, wooded lane that 
serves as entrance to the 100- 
home subdivision. 


Police Chiefs 
Attend 
‘Retraining 


Atherton Police Chief Le- 
roy Hubbard and Menlo Park 
Police Chief George Potter, 
both graduates of the FBI na- 
tional academy in Washington, 
last week attended a FBI re 
training session in Los Angel- 
es. 

The meet was sponsored by 
the California Chapter of FBI 
Associates, composed of law en- 
forcement officers in the state 
who have attended the national 
academy. 

The session was concerned 
with updating those attending 
on new FBI procedures, crime 
trends, and law enforcement 
problems. 

Among the later, reports 
Chief Hubbard, were discus- 
sion of new bank robbery 
trends and “blue sniffing,” a 
new practice among youngsters 
which can have fatal effects 
and which is difficult to control 
by law. 

At other sessions, Chief Hub- 
bard reported, the effect of 
automation on law enforce- 
ment were discussed. It is ex- 
pected that installation of auto- 
matic machinery will aid in po- 
lice classification and identifi- 
cation procedures. 

Also discussed, he added, 
were the results of tests of ve- 
hicles which normally are sub- 
mitted by manufacturers as ad- 
equate for police work. 

Further discussions concern- 
ed themselves with training of 
law enforcement officers, and 
the responsibilities of the FBI 
in this regard. 

Both Chief Hubbard and 
Chief Potter took notes, in or- 
der to pass the information 
gained on to other officers of

Prohibitionists Should 
Think Positively 


ee i ade who believe that the sale, dis- 
tribution and use of alcoholic beverages should be banned 
— are an unremitting group. 

They're back this time with a proposal that liquor 
advertising be “regulated” by laws which they propose; 
they contend that this is necessary because callow and im- 
pressionable youths, led astray by the depiction of liquor 
as an integral part of gracious living, are apt to fall victims 
of the Demon Rum. 

It is argued by the Prohibitionists that “regulation” 
of liquor advertising is necessary because the maintenance 
and reclamation of victims of alcoholism is socially expen- 
sive and that the best way to rid society of this needless 
burden is to make the use of alcohol less popular than it is. 
Legal obstructions to the transport, sale and use of the 
stuff is the cheapest way to accomplish this. (Why the 
liquor industry should be singled out for such treatment 
escapes us; American society supports a lot of other killers 
and cripplers including too-fast automobiles, sleeping pills, 
tight corsets, slightly poisonous additives for foods, power 
tools operated at home by inept amateurs and scores of 
others. ) 

We are getting close to the kicking - and - screaming 
point over the constant efforts of this or that well meaning 
group to “regulate” human existence. 

Every such proposal boils down to an effort to protect 
us from ourselves. In almost every case it is fundamentally 
at odds with the underlying principle of our society, a 
society which once proclaimed the great revolutionary idea 
that all men shall be free to conduct their lives according 
to their own inclinations, so long as they do not harm others 
or hinder them in the exercise of equal freedom of action. 

One little “regulation” for the welfare of all is tolerable 
but another and another soon make so narrow and tortuous 
the broad path of freedom that we tend to sit down and 
quit trying. In the next phase we will find our lives so 
ordered and controlled —for our own good, of course — 
that we have no choice but to lie supine in the comfortable, 
cotton-lined coffin of the welfare state. 

And beyond our firm conviction that too much “regu- 
lated goodness” is bad, we have a special hatred for pro- 
posals that aim to curb advertising. 

When they talk about regulating advertising, they hit 
us where we live. This is a newspaper; advertising is its 
primary source of revenue. The legal liquor business, like 
every other enterprise countenanced by the law, is entitled 
to make its products known to the public, and in the United 
States advertising has become the accepted method of 
doing so. 

The columns of this newspaper are, of course, open to 
the Prohibitionists too. They are welcome to buy space in 
which they can advertise the virtues of sobriety and/or 
abstinence, winning thereby recruits to their cause. 

If the Prohibitionists really want to do a job they 
should mount an advertising campaign equal in budget to 
the combined totals of that of all the distillers, brewers, 
vintners and their associated retailers. Besides dwelling 
on the horrible results of alcoholism, they might find some- 
thing positive to ‘sell: For instance, they might point out 
that most normal adult human beings feel better sober than 
they do when under the influence, and they might get up 
pictures of handsome men and women captioned, “I bought 
my Rolls Royce with the money I saved by not drinking 
for three years.” 

From the selfish point of view of a newspaper, we re- 
gard any effort to suppress advertising as bad — Un-Ameri- 
can in that it is restrictive to the freedom of the press, 
radio and television; the restriction imposed by a limited 
budget being pretty final when it comes to operating a 
business. 

We'll welcome the Prohibitionists’ ads. They will en- 
able us to afford to run a couple of extra columns of news. 
We might be able to cover aspects of the community we 
can not now touch, owning to limitations of news space and 
staff. But we're not ee our breath. 


Community Good Will 
A University Asset 


They're planning an “International Day” to be held on 
the Stanford campus May 18 and a quick look at the roster 
of names of planners and committee workers for the event 
is fairly revealing. The fete itself is being chairmanned 
by a woman from Atherton; a Menlo Park resident is in 
charge of the film festival to be a part of the day-long 
event. Besides “area chairmen” named for specific com- 
munities, a good half of the workers for the event are resi- 
dents of Menlo Park, Atherton, Woodside and Portola 
Valley. 

The university's administrators would do well to note 
this as evidence of effective good will on the part of their 
neighboring communities. They should strive to build more 
of it—for the good of the future of the university itself 
and the education it purveys. 

And keeping this in mind, they should in all cases 
recognize that their good friends among the residents of 
Menlo Park and Atherton might become less friendly, if 
they should hear of something obnoxious to them — the 
planning of a freeway, for instance, which might serve 
Stanford’s traffic needs but might displace the homes of 
some of their Menlo Park and Atherton boosters. 

We might observe also that the fact that this area 
produces a relatively large number of “doers” of such 
volunteer projects isn’t a reflection of the fact that people 
here have more idle time than those living elsewhere. They 
don’t. The fact is that participating in such projects is a part 
of the way of life for many people here — a far larger num- 
ber, per capita, than is the case in most communities. 

It’s a phase of living here, we think, of which the com- 
munity might well be proud.

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Affairs of State: 


Legislative

One area in which freedom 
of speech, efficient distribution 
of goods, and fierce competi- 
tion for markets seem to tangle 
frequently is in advertising. 


Perhaps that is why we legi- 
slators are often called upon to 
consider legislation which 
would affect one or more kinds 
of advertising. Some of our 
more ticklish and demanding 
problems pop up in this area, 
and are not easy to deal with. 

Our current session is sim- 
ilar to its predecessors in this 
respect. A total of some 25 or 
30 bills have been introduced 
in both houses which relate, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to adver- 
tising. Most of them seek to 
restrict its use in one form or 
another. 

Some of them have already 
bitten the dust, either 
through committee action, 
or at the author’s request. 
Enough remain alive as of 
now, however, to assure sev- 
eral committees some inter- 
esting meetings. 

Advertisers, the advertising 
business, and news media 
which depend on advertising 
for revenue, all have long 
fought vigorously for truth and 


good taste in advertising. As 
a matter of fact, California for 
many years has had a law pro- 
hibiting false or misleading 
ads, or those wilfully designed 
to hurt a competitor, and these 
groups have been active in sup- 
port of its enforcement. 

The purpose of the current 
measures fall into several cate- 
gories. Scme would prohibit 
certain kinds of advertising, as 
for instance, telephone solici- 
tation. Others would further 
limit advertising of certain pro- 
ducts, such as alcoholic bever- 
ages or tobacco. Another class 
would restrict expenditures by 
local government for advertis- 
ing. Still another group relates 
to outdoor advertising. 

One measure would have 
prohibited the advertising of 
cigarettes or other tobacco 
products in school and col- 
lege newspapers and maga- 
zines. 

When the bill was heard in 
committee, the editor of a state 
college newspaper pointed out 
that 34 percent of the advertis- 
ing revenue of his paper comes 
from tobacco products. The bill 
went to its final rest without 
further ceremony.

One bill would prohibit 
boards of county supervisors 
from financing chambers of 
commerce or boards of trade 
from tax funds. An even broad- 
e: measure would eliminate 
any allocations of funds by a 
county or city to a chamber of 
ccmmerce or similar organiza- 
tion to be spent for advertising. 
These two would seem to con- 
trast somewhat with another 
which would set up a new state 
tourist agency, with respons- 
ibility to advertise our Califor- 
nia attractions. 

A third group of bills 
would apply to real estate 
advertising, especially to that 
of real estate located outside 
the state. 

There has been much official 
complaint about the difficulty 
of controlling out-of-state sub- 
dividers who advertise their 
holdings with incomplete or 
misleading descriptions. 

These bills would give the 
state real estate commissioner 
broader powers in this area, 
but present law is regarded as 
sufficient by their opponents, 
if it is used. 

A hotly controversial group 
of bills would further restrict 
outdoor advertising along state 
highways. The state administra- 
tion is sponsoring bills for this

City Uses Photography 


The boys at Y hall have 
found that photography has a 
variety of uses applicable in 
government.

Obviously, the police are 
among those who find photog- 
raphy most useful in a profes- 
sional way.

In the first place, it gives 
investigators a chance to re- 
view the actual crime scene 
and maybe pick out some clues 
which were missed during the 
first inspection. 


In the case of traffic acci- 
dents, it can depict the posi- 
tions of the autos involved 
at the point where they final - 
ly came to rest, thus aiding 
in fixing the blame—if any

Special studies will be made 
of regional parks, open space 
lands, recreational facilities, 
shoreline planning—including 
comprehensive use of bay 
lands, marshlands and _ tide- 
lands—and solid waste dispos- 
al sites. 

The overall goal of the pro- 
gram is the development of a 
continuous planning process 
which will result in effective 
cooperation and coordination 
both among local governments 
within the San Francisco Bay 
region and between these gov- 
ernments and the state and fed- 
eral agencies involved in re- 
gional development activities. 


San Mateo county can expect 
to benefit greatly from this 
area-wide program, County 
Manager E. R. Stallings told 


the board of supervisors. 

“By our participation in the 
ABAG plan, this county will 
most likely receive an addition- 
al $77,000 in federal funds to- 
ward the purchase of needed 
recereational lands at Coyote 
Point. The same is true for our 
plans for a county-wide waste 
disposal program and the Pes- 
cadero Creek dam and recrea- 
tional project.” 

“Tf the county is not partici- 


pating in an area-wide plan- 
ning group, it is eligible for 
only 20 per cent of land pur- 
chase costs. As part of a re- 


gional plan the

in an official file where it 
might be resurrected at an em- 
barrassing time. 


During recent storms, one 
of the inspectors noticed that 
at one construction site, a 
builder had constructed a “tem- 
porary drain” to keep water 
from flowing through the ga- 
rage of the house he was build- 
ing. 

The plans for the house 
showed no plans for a per- 
manent drain, but it was 
pretty evident on the basis 
of the picture that something 
ought to be done, or the pur- 
chaser of the house was go- 
ing to find water in his ga- 
rage sooner or later. 

Confronted with a _ photo- 
graph, the builder was persu- 
aded to put in the permanent 
drainage that appeared neces- 
sary. It added to the cost of 
the house and the increase may 
or may not have been passed 
on to the buyer, but it saved a 
lot of trouble. 


The inspectors also have 
found their camera useful in 
other applications. 


In the case of a complaint 
about rubbish around the rear 
entrance of a local store, the 
building inspector was sent out 
to take pictures of the alleged 
area of violation. 


The picture may or may not 
have been placed in a file for 
use at some future hearing. 

But the store’s proprietor 
noted that it was being taken. 
He was aware that the per- 
son taking it was on the city 
hall staff. Rather than see 
a body of such evidence 
build up where it could be 
used later, he cleaned up 
the area around the rear of 
his establishment. 

As a matter of convenience, 
most city staffers use the “in- 
stant print” cameras. The po- 
lice have the only darkroom in 
the city hall complex, because 
it’s felt they might have to 
make enlargements so details 
can be picked out. 

Besides the paid city staff, 
there are other competent 
photographers who are willing 
to use the art for public bene- 

fit. 

Planning Commissioner Don- 
ald Horstkorta, for instance, is 
a dedicated amateur. 

On one recent occasion, 
when the planners were debat- 
ing whether or not a six-story 
apartment house would inter- 
fere too much with the skyline 
of neighbors he produced a 
couple of colored slides in 
which the photo of a model of 
the proposed structure was pro- 
jected over a picture of the 
ground as it exists now. 

The planners, referring to 
this visual evidence, were 

able to visualize what kind 
of a height limitation to put 
on the ec 

Water Commissioner Justin 
Mace, too, ta a camera with 
him when he goes on commis- 
sion inspection expeditions. 

The results are useful as a 
record, and also give the com- 
missioners something which to 
refer at their meetings. 

There are other applications 
for photography in govern- 
ment and, according to City 
Manager John Johnson, it'll be 
used wherever it increases 
governmental efficiency for 
the city.

In the memory of Miss Clara 
Dills, San Mateo County libra- 
rian from 1930 to 1954, the San 
Mateo County Free Library is 
establishing a special memori- 
al book fund. Contributions 
to the fund will be used to 
purchase materials for the li- 
brary’s Californiana Collection. 

The collection was developed 
by Miss Dills, according to Miss 
Virginia Ross, county labrari- 
an. “Its enrichment in this 
way would seem to be a fitting 
tribute to Miss Dills and her 
great contribution to the San 
Mateo County Library,” she 
said. 

Miss Dills, who died in 
February in Redwood City, 
was a native of Fort Wayne, 
Ind. She came to California 
with her family in 1900 and 
settled in Pomona. She re- 
received her library training 
in Los Angeles, Pratt Insti- 
tute and the Newark Public 
Library. 

Miss Dills was one of the pio- 
neers of the California Library 
profession. County libraries 
were just being organized in 
California when she completed 
her training, and her first posi- 
tion was county librarian of the 
rewly established Kings Coun- 
ty library in 1913. A year later 
she took a similar position in 
Solano County, where she re- 
mained until she became San 
Mateo County librarian. 

The 23 years of her service 
saw county population jump 
from 77,000 to 235,000 and de- 
mands for library service grew 
correspondingly. Book circula- 
tion grew from 63,000 to 368,- 
000 in 1953. 

According to Miss Ross, Miss 
Dills developed an outstanding 
collection of local historical 
material, including an ir- 
replaceable collection of water 
color paintings of Peninsula 
estates and a file of the coun- 
ty’s first newspaper dating 
from 1859. 

Miss Dills served as _ presi- 
dent of the California Library 
Association in 1943 and held a 
number of state and local of- 
fices. 

Each book added as a part 
of the special memorial collec- 
tion will contain a book plate 
indicating the donor’s name 
and that it is a gift in memory 
of Miss Dills. The first title

Council Backs 
Gas Tax 
Law Proposal 


Menlo Park city council has 
endorsed Senate Bill 344, 
which if passed by the state 
legislature would result in the 
receipt of $107,590 for street 
construction and rights of way 
in the city. 

The bill, authored by Sena- 
tor Randolph Collier (Dem.- 
Yreka) would raise $75,000,000 
annually statewide by adding 
an additional one cent per gal- 
lon tax on motor fuel. Each $2 
raised by the state would be 
matched by $1 in local funds. 

“Additional money for street 
and highway improvements is 
absolutely essential to meeting} 
the needs of a dynamically 
growing area such as Menlo 
Park,” City Manager John R. 
Johnson said this week. 

Proponents of the bill claim 
its passage would cost the aver- 
age motorist only $6 a year. 
If the same money were to be 
raised by property taxes local- 
ly, the city’s tax rate would 
have to be raised by 19 cents, 
according to an analysis made 
by the League of California 
Cities. 

The measure has passed the 
state senate and is awaiting as- 
sembly committee action.

United States Geological Survey, Pacific Coast Headquarters, has as its ussignment 
the mapping of what they term the seven terminal states and Hawaii. The maps detail 
every mountain and hill, river and creek, highway and byway as the result of an ap- 
proach to mapping that has to be seen to be believed. Briefly, maps are authorized 
and planned, aerial photographs are taken and translated to preliminary drawings, 
field surveys and checks are made and detailed drawings made and photographed. The 
average map involves three years of work from its inception to finish and the average 
cost of mapping a section is $20,000. The results are available to the public at nominal 
charge; the maps are not only precision tools to be used by those planning family or 
organization trips, they are also extremely decorative. 

Map reading can add up to a wonderful family hobby and as a source of informa- 
tion for hunters, fishermen, pack trip and camping enthusiasts, bird watchers and the 
like it is invaluable. 

The map of a portion of the Yosemite Valley above is marked with a trail as a 
family might plan a day’s outing; the back of the map contains a wealth of material on 
the geology, history and topography of the region. The building that houses the army 
of technicians responsible for this and maps of every description is at 345 Middlefield 
Road in Menlo Park.
